SPBINGFIELD, 111., May 29.—The con- 


ference of operators and representa- 
tives of the miners yesterday afternoon 
did not start off well. Southern Illi- 
nois was well represented and a few 
were present from this section. PresV 
dent McBride was suggested for chair- 
man, but declined, and then P. W. 
Tracy was mentioned, bat he also de- 
clined, saying the operators were pres- 
ent merely as spectators. Other oper- 
ators were suggested, but all refused to 
act. 


Then President Crawford of the Illi- 


nois state association was selected by 
acclamation, the operators taking no 
part in the proceedings. 
President 


McUride then addressed the assembly. 


''For .years central and southern Illi- 


nois," he said, "had been a drawback 
to the settlement of mining difficul- 
ties. Whenever - sin interstate move- 
ment had been •undertaken, the opera- 
tors of northern Illinois had ~be?i' 
hampered l:>y the lack of iigrepment on 
the part of those of the southern and 
Rcntral fields.' Whenever the northern 
nporators would enter into an agree- 
ment with their miners, the central and 
Southern field operators would get a 
large amount of their tra.de. In the 
present international fight the opera- 
tors of the central and southern part 
of this state stood in the way of an 
agreement from one end of the country 
to the other." 


Continuing, Mr. McUride said 
he 


wanted to meet the operators and dis- 
cuss the matter in the hope that har- 
monious action might be secured. 


Browning, the Duquoin 
operator, 


asked what was desired for wages. 


Chairman Crawford replied that the 


scale was not under consideration, and 
Mr. Pena, for the miners, stated that 
a variety of scales were to be consid- 
ered. 


Operator Tracy, of Springfield, said 


he was sorry the scale was not to be 
considered. The operators had no 
grievance. "We don't know what, is 
the matter," he said. "What do you 
want? We are willing to do what is 
reasonable, but we want to know what 
you want. The Consolidated Coal Co., 
owning eighty-three mines and mining 
3,000,000 tons annually, is not nere, and 
Charles Ridgely. the president, told me 
he would not be bound by the acts of 
this meeting. Pana has been paying 
twenty-nine cents per ton to miners. 
We cannot compete with that."' 


If Mr. MelJride will say the word,'' 


concluded Mr. Tracy, "I will put 500 
men to work to-morrow." 


If Mr. McBride should conclude to 


turn traitbr.'' was the quick response, 
"and advise the men to go to work to- 
morrow the miners would p'robably 
tell McBride to go to hell." 


"What I want to know." he contin- 


ued, "is not the grievances between 
the miners and operators, but between 
the operators themselves." 


"There are none," said. Browning, oi 


Duquoin. 


"jfy dear sir," replied McBride, "you 


surely don't reside in this state. We 
want to iind out who is to blame in this 
matter." 


He was again interrupted by the Du- 


quoin man. who shouted out: "The 
Consolidated is." 


Operator Warren stated that their 


difficulties were almost settled. The 
miners and operators had agreed upon 
almost every point except a few minor 
details. 


Ex-Represchtative Thomas Spellman, 


of Danville, who described himself as a 
small miner, spoke in favor of the set- 
tlement of the strike on local lines, 
asking the executive board United 
Mine Workers association, to make an 
effort in that direction. He denied 
that the operators of central and south- 
ern Illinois were to blame for the 
trouble. In his opinion the Ohio op- 
erators were as much to blame. 


James W. Ellsworth, of Chicago, rep- 


resenting railway interests, spoke dif- 
ferently. He thought central and 
southern Illinois held the- key to the 
situation. After farther discussion 
Morton, of Canton, offere d tne follow- 
ing', which was adopted:

Group pictures, group them gracefully, 


ut dont, when one has sweoeeded in 


making a graceful bunch on one side of 
the fireplace, reproduce it exactly on the 
thsrside. 
According to one who speaks with the 


emphasis of authority, delicately framed 
water colon an the only proper things 
._ the drawing-room, magnificent oils 
for the library and hall, and etchings 
and engravings for the dining-room. 
Meantime those who do as they please 
will continue to hang their etchings, 
water colors and oils exactly where they 
will gain most pleasure from them, tak- 
ng care only not to place side b\ side 
ridiculously Inharmonious things. 


The smaller the picture or the more 
ull of detail, the nearer the level of the 
ye it should be hung. Sometimes two 


rallel wires are brought straight up to 


separate hooks on the picture moulding, 
mt generally the old-fashioned angle of 
wire is made. Gold and silver wires are 
generally used, but it Is said that small 
steel and iron chains are to be used this 
winter for hanging dark framed engrav- 
ngs and etchings. Some of the daintier 
jictures, instead of being hung from the 
moulding, have wires stretched tight 


as the back and are caught invisibly 


on small screws.

The Senate Committee 
Its Investiatlon 


OF THE ALLEGED IRREGULARITIES 


Charged Against Senators in Connec- 


tion with the Sugar Schedule of the 
Tariff Bill—Wouldn't Give Their 
Authority—Important Testimony. 


WASHINGTON, Dtay 89.—The senate 


sugar investigation committee met 
again yesterday morning at 10:30, and 
immediately took up the consideration 
of the cases of the witnesses who have 
refused to disclose the source of the in- 
formation upon which they based the 


' articles which have appeared in their 


papers concerning the alleged acts of 


-"senators and of the Sugar trust in con- 


nection with the construction of the 
sugar schedule. 


Mr. Harris Walker, the Washington 


correspondent of the Daily America of 
- New York, was the first witness called. 
He was excused on Friday by the com- 
mittee until yesterday to give him an 
opportunity to consult with counsel 
concerning his refusal to answer ques- 
tions put him by the committee. 


Yesterday morning Mr. Walker was 


accompanied by ex-Speaker Sulzer, of 
Now York, and when the committee 
asked him to divulge the name of the 
person who had given him certain al- 
leged information concerning the Su- 
gar trust, Mr. Sulzer, as Mr. Walker's 
attorney, objected. He gave his rea- 
sons briefly, which were submitted to 
the committee. In substance ,he de- 
clared that the committee is with- 
out 
jurisdiction 
in 
the 
.matter; 


that the questions asked called for 
bearsy testimony, which is not relia- 
ble or competent; that the questions 
are incompetent and irrelevant to all 
the matters referred to the committee; 
that the Sugar trust is on trial, not the 
newspapers' or their correspondents; 
that the information sought by the 
questions propounded to Mr. Walker 
might be made the basis of a criminal 
prosecution and his answers would 
tend to his degradation in the es- 
timatjon of all honorable men, the 
same 
being 
violations 
of con- 


fidences reposed 
in 
him 
on 
his 


word of honor as a man. That there 
is nothing in the resolution referring 
to the Daily American and Mercury, a 
newspaper published in the city of New 
York, or to Mr. Walker, its Washing- 
ton correspondent, and the proposed 
further examination of Mr. Walker is 
beyond the legitimate scope of autho"- 
ity vested in the committee, and that 
the questions a&ked by the commit- 
tee relate to his private business 
and 
personal 
employment, 
and 


seek 
to 
elicit 
the privileges of 


confidential 
communication 
made 


to 
him ^in a professional capacity 


on his word of honor as a newspaper 
correspondent not to reveal; that the 
sessions of the committee should be 
open. There is in the resolution no 
authority to hold secret sessions, and 
that the people of the country look 
with suspicion on a star chamber pro- 
ceeding. There is no analogy, he said, 
between the investigation of this com- 
mittee and that of a grand jury. The 
day of secret inquisition is past. It 
has no place in America. It is a relic 
of the dark ages. It should never be 
restored by congress except in, time! of 
war or other emergency. 


Mr. Sulzer elaborated these points IE 


argument, and paid particular atten- 
tion to the last contention. He made 
an able plea for open sessions, and pre- 
dicted that the present secret proceed- 
ings would be resented by the people. 


Two of the witnesses summoned to 


appear before the committee were not 
called. They are E. J. Edwards,.New 
York correspondent of the Philadel- 
phia Press, and J. S. Shriver. Washing- 
ton correspondent of the New York 
Mail and Express. 


The committee is ncaring agreement 


as to what it will do with reference to 
tie recalcitrant witnesses before pro- 
ceeding further, and it is likely that 
the fact of the refusal of these wit- 
nesses to answer questions will be re- 
ported to the senate with a request for 
instructions as to the future course of 
the committee. 


The committee adjourned shortly 


after 1 o'clock. 
' 


The report of the-sugar investigating 


committee that will be sent to the sen- 
ate to-day will disclose a procedure <m 
the part of the committee that is en- 
tirely unlocked for and some testimony 
that appears to have an important bear- 
Ing upon the conferences between sen- 
ators and members of the Sugar trust. 


The committee will report, it is

DWYER DISCHARGED. 


Justice Oaynor'n Decision In the Horae- 


Raclng Case Acquitting; Defendant. 


BBOO^JLVN, N. Y., May 29.—Justice 


Gaynor, of the supreme court, yester- 
day afternnon handed down his deci- 
sion in the De Lacey-Dwyer horse-rac- 
ing case. Mr. Dwyerwas arrested on 
a charge of conducting a lottery on the 
grounds of the Brooklyn Jockey club, 
and Peter De Lacey was the complain- 
ant. Arguments by counsel were heard 
a few days ago, and in his opinion yes- 
terday Justice Gaynor ^recites the his- 
tory of the lottery laws in New York 
and a discussion of them before the 
constitutional convention of 1821. By 
this he shows that the lottery law has 
nothing to do with horse racing. In 
concluding his opinion the justice says: 


"Racing horses for stakes may be 


had, but unlawful arrests are worse. 
The arrest and detention of defendant 
was unwarranted. It was an exercise 
of Arbitrary power; and history teaches 
that we have more to fear from arbi- 
trary power than from all species of 
gambling combined. The prisoner is 
discharged."

WRIT OF PROHIBITION DENIED, 


And the Trial of Lieut. Mnncy by Court- 


Martial Will Proreed. 


MINNEAPOLIS, Minn., May 29.—.fudge 


Nelboa of the United States circuit 
court yesterday denied the applica- 
tion of a writ of prohibition to stop 
the trial by court-martial of Lieut. 
Maney for the killing of Capt. Hed- 
berp on the ground that he had been, 
previously tried and acquitted of the 
charg-e in the federal courts. Frank P. 
Blair, attorney for 
Lieut. Maney,

half of the writ, basing his 
ar- 


gument on the 
ground that the 


court-martial now assuming to try 
Lieut. Maney on what was practically 
a charge of murder had no jurisdiction 
so to try him, for the reason *hat the 
Tjnited States circuit court, a superior 
court to the court-martial, had declared 
the accused innocent of the very 
charges contained in the charges and 
specifications under which he was now 
to be tried unless the circuit court in- 
tervened with its authority in the form 
of a writ of prohibiton asked for. 


Lieut.-Col. Barr, judge advocate, was 


very brief in his reply to the exhaustive 
argument of Mr. Blair. He made the di- 
rect statement that courts-martial were 
not a part of the judicial system of the 
United States, and urged that the 
Maney trial by court-martial was more 
closely allied with the executive de- 
partment of the country than to its ju- 
dicial department. He submitted that 
there was no authority conferring on 
courts the right to issue an order to a 
military court to stop its proceedings 
ordered by thecommander-in-chief. 


Judge Nelson refused to restrain the 


court-martial from proceeding with 
the trial of Lieut. Maney. The court 
held that the charge was not murder 
as claimed; and that that matter ap- 
pearing in a specification, not a Charge, 
tne point was one of pleading rather 
than of jurisdiction. . The trial of 
Lieut. Maney will therefore proceed 
to-day.

Hart, 
Lincoln's Address at Gettysburg- 


After the battle of Gettysburg the 


state of Pennsylvania purchased seven- 
teen and one-half acres of ground on tho 
battlefield adjoining the town cemetery, 
to be used as a burymg-ground for the 
loyal soldiers who fell in that engage- 
ment. This ground was dedicated to 
that purpose with solemn and impress- 
ive ceremonies on the 19th of November, 
1863. On that occasion President Lin- 
coln made the following address which 
has become famous for its patriotic sen- 
timent: 
* Fourscore and seven years ago our 
fathers brought forth upon this conti- 
nent a new nation, conceived in liberty, 
and dedicated to the proposition that all 
men are created equal. Now we are en- 
gaged in a greatcivil war,testing whether 
that nation, or any nation BO conceived 
and so dedicated, can long endure. 
We 


are met on a great battlefield of that 
war. We have c6me to dedicate a por- 
tion of that field as a final resting place 
for those who here gave their lives that 
that nation might live. 
It is altogether 


fitting and proper (hat we should do 
thirf. But ft a larger sense we cannot 
dedicate, we cannot consedrate, we can 
not hallow this ground. The brave men, 
living and OeacM who struggled hero, 
have consecrated it far above our power 
to add or detract The world will little 
note nor long remember, what we say 
here, but it can never forget what they 
did here. It is for us, the living, rather 
to be dedicated here to the unfinished 
work which they who fought here have 
thus far so nobly advanced. It is rather 
for us to be here dedicated to the great 
task remaining before us, that from these 
honored dead w« 'take- increased devo- 
tion to that cau» for which they gave 
the last full meastfre of devotion; that 
we here highly resolve that these dead 
shall not have died in 'vain; that this 
nation, nnder God, shall have a new 
birth of freedom, and that government 
of the people, by the people, and for the 
people, shall not perish from the earth.

A STOKY OF LOCAL INTEREST 


The Life History of the Cicada*. 


BY F. A. C1A8TMAN. 


Nothing in the whole range of insect 


life is more interesting than the develop- 
ment of these animals. It should al- 
ways be remembered (hat the old adage, 
"All life is from the egg,1' applies to In- 
sects as well as to tho larger and better 
known forms of animated nature. Thare 
is a curious seeming exception tu this 
rule among the insects, but it does not 
affect the general truth. It may be 
safely affirmed that insects of any form 
never appear in unusual numbers except 
in accordance with the laws of (heir nat- 
ural development. 


The foi lowing fruits seem to lie well 


established: 


1. Theie ure two different foinis of 


| thisinsect. One appeal s e\ery wn cntcen 
years and the other e\ery thiiteen \earn. 
Th«"M3 with us now probabl) belong to 
the latter biood and \u rr with us U fore 
in 1881. 


2. There are two sizes of insects in 


each brood but these differ in no way 
except that one is largei than the other. 
The smaller ones are probably an ex 
ample of "arrested development." 


8. It maj often happen that these in- 


sects Will appear in the same neighbor 
nood oftener than 17 or 13 years. 
This 


will happen from the overlapping of 
broods. For instance, if there is a brood 
the main body of which is to the north 
of us, we will get those insects that 
belong to tho southern edge of the 
broodT Now there may bo a brood, the 
main body of which is to the south of us 
and whose hatching period is, say, four 
years later than the brood to tho north 
of us, and we may get the insects that 
belong to the northern edge of this brood, 
in which case, Decatur would huve a 
visitation four years apart. 


4. The singing is all done by the males 


and is produced by a pair of "kettle 
drums" on the under side of the ab- 
domen. 


5. Whatever damage is done by there 


insects will be caused bj the ovipusiter 
of the female in laying her eirgs. 
The 


following account of her operations is 
taken from Harris' "Insects Injurious to 
Vegetation:" 


"After pairing, the females proceed to 


prepare a nest for the reception of their 
eggs. 
They select for this purpose 


branches of moderate size, which they 
clasp on both sides with their legs, and 
then bending down the piercer at un 
angle of about fort} live degrees, they 
repeatedly thrust it into the bark and 
wood in the direction of the libers, at the 
same time putting in motion the lateral 
saws, and in this way detach little 
splinters of the wood at one end. so as to 
form a kind of fibrous lid or co\ er to the 
perforation. The hole is pored obliquely 
to the pith, and is gradually enlarged by 
a repetition of the same operation till a 
longitudinal fissure is formed of suffici- 
ent extent to receive from ten to twepty 
eggs. The side pieces of the piercw 
serve as a groove to convey the eggs into 
the nest where they are deposited in 
pairs, side by side, but separated from 
each other by a portion of woody fibre, 
and they are implanted into the limb 
somewhat obliquely, so that one end 
points upwards. When two eggs have 
been thus placed, the insect with- 
draws the piercer 
for a 
moment, 


and then inserts it ttgain and drops 
two more eggs in 
line with the 


first, and repeats the operation till she 
has filled the fissure one end to the other, 
upon which she removes to a little dis- 
tance and begins to make another neat 
to contain two more rows of eggs. She 
is about fifteen minutes preparing a sin- 
gle nest and filling it with uggs; but it 
is not unusual for her to make fifteen or 
twenty fissures in the same limb) and 
one observer counted fifty nests extend- 
ing along in a line, each containing fif- 
teen or twenty eggs in two mint, and ull 
of them apparently the work uf one in- 
sect. After'one limb is thus sufficiently 
stocked the cicada goes to another, and 
passes from limb to limb and from tree 
to tree, till her store, which conswts of 
four or five hundred eggs, is exhausted." 
At length she becomes so weak by her 
incessant labors to provide for a etbccaso- 
ion ot het kind as to falter and fall in 
attempting to fly, and soon dies*' 


The eggs are one-twelfth of an inch 


long, and ens-sixteenth of an i«ch 
through the middle, but taper at each 
end to an obtuse point, aid are ol ft pearl 
white color. The shell to *o thin and 
delicate that the form of the included 
insect can be seen before it is hatched, 
which occurs, according to Dr. Potter, in 
fifty-two days after it as laid, but Miw 
Morris says in forty-two days and other 
persons say in fourteen days. 
The young ituwct when it bursts the 


shell is onc-sixtoonffi of an inch long, 
and is of a yeUoidia white color except 
the eyes and th«*3wWsof the fore legs, 
which are reddish, and itto otfrered with 
little hairs.
